SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT 


The form of this financial report has been con- 
densed but it contains every essential detail neces- 
sary for a complete understanding of the school 
receipts and expenditures. 


The “Financial Summary” in its three columns 
shows side by side, the Actual costs of the com- 
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pleted year ending June ist, 1931, the probable cost: 
of the current yvear and the estimated cost of next 
year from) July ist, 1932 to June 30, 1933.. These- 
totals, respectively, are $8,923.11, $8,723.00 and 
$8,223.00. 

Under the heading ‘Receipts’ are included eash 
on hand, dog tax, trust fund income, etc., the totals 
designated “‘Deductions” are $958.82, $1,179.21 and 
$1,047.29 for the three years involved, these deduct-- 
ed from tfhe total actual, probable and _ estimated 
nayments, show the sums to be raised by the tax 
levy. It will be seen that last year’s levy left an 
actual cash balance of $716.21, it is practically cer- 
tain that, at the present rate of expenditures this: 
year, there will be at least $828.79 cash on hand on 
June 30, 1932. These figures make it safe to say 
that a tax levy of $7,175.71 is ample for the needs of 
the schools.
